Their arrival at Edmon‘on 
was eagerly looked ferward (to—their 
departure sincerely regretted. Seldom 
has ut beem our lot to entertain more 
interesting people. They were de- 
lighted with everything and it was no 
superficial pleasure chey exhibited, nor 
did they merely strive to show their 
pleasure to please their hosts. Their 
good spirits were spontaneous. They 
were a direct resull of the unique and 
abundant natural beauties and natural 
resources of Edmonton and district, 
Their trip to Fert Saskatchewan on 
the river by launch was «specially 
spoken of in ¢ Owing words of praise.
